The proposal of the Ministry is to make a 
*‘cut’’ in the minimum salary of 5 per cent. 
and also a like reduction jn the incremental 
salaries. Further, there would be a ‘‘cut”’ 
of 6 per cent. in the capitation grant to 
schools in sums up to £ api 12 per cent. 
in the amount of grant exceeding this figure. 

The members of the Association met and 
considered the Ministry’s' proposal, and they 
now have submitted the alternative propesa! 
—that every teacher should lose one incre- 
ment, and that the reductions in the capita- 
tion grant be 3 per cent. up to £600 and 6 
per cent. after tha. It is expected that the 
alternative offer will be acceptable to the 
Ministry, as the “ cut ” amounts to the same 
as they proposed.

THE BRITISH BUDGET. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—In your leading article on Tuesday 
the view is expressed that *’ England is reach- 
ing the limit of ber, endurance,” . I fail to see 
how this can be, especially when the following

(1) On a per head basis Great Britain is 
still the foremost exporting country in the 
world, and, if real values are taken. into 
account, probably the wealthiest.

If you look into the facts oí the economic 
evolution of Britain, you will discover that 
the sum total of capital has continually in- 
creased. | Its growth has been inexorable. 
More and more capital has been put back 
into industry, and when internal opportuni- 
ties for the use of capital have not presented 
themselves it has been taken abroad. It has 
been spent in the purchase of bonds in Egypt, 
Mexico, China, Russia, Australia, Canada— 
everywhere. Thousands of millions have been 
sunk in Indian railways, Chinese cotton mills, 
Malayan rubber plantations, African gold and 
silver mines, West Indian sugar plantations, 
Persian and Mexican oilfields, Ceylon and 
Indian cotton, jute and tea plantations, rail- 
ways and industrial undertakings in all parts 
of the world. , 

In the same leading article it is stated 
that “a tariff would help British industr 
to meet its rivals on equal terms.” The 
almost invariable consequence of imposing or

It is noteworthy, too, that the 
beginning of the present ferment coincided 
with the release of the political prisoners 
which followed the Irwin-Gandhi pact. 
There is little doubt that Bolshevist 
influence is the directing force, and 
Moscow's principal tool in the neighbour- 
hood seems to be Abdul Ghaffar Khan, 
who claims that the pact is only a 
truce, during which opportunity is offered 
for further bellicose preparations. -A 
sinister report from Peshawur announces 
that he has resuscitated the savage ‘‘ Red 
Shirt ’’ organisation, which, until lately, 
was thought to have been successfully sup- 
pressed. Sir Geoffrey de Montmorency, 
the Governor of the Punjab, already has 
expressed his fears lest there may be 
further outbreaks in his province. The 
appearance of Communism in North-West 
Frontier politics has changed everything. 
At no time were the fiontier tribes ex- 
pected to be permanently peaceful, but 
their violence heretofore has followed 
traditional lines. Indeed, it has been 
characterised often by a certain sporting 
sense which caused the inevitable punitive 
expedition to be regarded by the genial 
raiders as “all in the game.” Now a 
social venom has crept into the situation,

Home Rule. Why does the approach of 
a general election ‘find the country 
apathetic and confused? We think that 
the explanation lies in three facts. The 
issue of fiscal reform, though vastly im- 
portant, is not clear-cut. Hitherto the 
inspiration of a bold and confident leader- 
ship has been lacking. The prospect of a 
Conservative victory, definite and over- 
whelming, is not assured. 

By a development which not only is 
possible, but ought to be easy, the Con- 
servative Party could secure the three 
essentials. Although Mr. Lloyd George 
still controls three-fifths of the Liberal 
Party in the House of Commons, every 
by-election has shown that the other two- 
fifths, led by Sir John Simon, command 
the allegiance of Liberals in the country. 
The differences between Conservatism and 
Sir John Simon’s party grow daily less 
acute. National revenue must be found; 
the resources of taxation are exhausted, 
and the country is being driven inexorably 
towards a general tariff, spread over a 
wide range of imports. In the May issue of 
the Nineteenth Century Sir Edward Grigg, 
D.S.O., suggests a basis of unity for Con- 
servative and Liberal effort. He proposes 
that the last Liberal doubts shall be re- 
moved by the offer of two kinds of 
machinery as checks upon any abuse of 
fiscal change. One is a Central Tariff 
Board which would fulfil for Britain the 
functions that the Tariff Commission 
fulfils for the Irish Free State. The other 
is the establishment, in every important 
industry, of associations on which not only 
producers, but the consumer, would be 
represented: Sir Edward Grjgg believes 
that, if to these safeguards the Conserva- 
tive Party should add a decisive pledge 
against the taxation of bread and meat, 
Liberals throughout Great Britain would 
rally to the standard of fiscal reform. In 
effect, he advocates a revival of Liberal 
Unionism. That would be, indeed, the

The Foreign Legion. 
On Thursday at Sidi-bel-Abbes the 


centenary celebrations of the French 
Légion Etrangére were held in the bright 
sunshine which, according to popular 
superstition, shines on all its doings. 
Finally Marshal Franchet d’Esperey, in 
the presence of the Governor-General ot 
Algeria and the Inspector-General of the 
Legion, unveiled a memorial to all the 
men who had died in the service of the 
famous corps during the hundred years of 
its existence. France always does these 


The memorial is a large globe, set upon a 
pedestal, and surrounded by figures re- 
presenting legionaries in the various 
uniforms that have been worn at different 
dates. While the Foreign Legion has 
many counterparts in history, it is doubt- 
ful if—with one exception—any other 
regiment in a national army, recruited 
largely from foreign elements, can 
boast so long a record. That exception 
was the notorious corps of Janissaries. 
which for centuries was the vanguard of 
Islam under the Turkish Sultans against 
the Giaours. The Foreign Legion, how- 
ever, has a prouder boast. Not only does 
France owe to it her strong grip on her 
North African colonies, but to the Legiop 
itself many of the world’s misfits, who 
have found opportunity to shed their 
moral weaknesses with the help of its iron 
discipline, are no less indebted. The 
Legion makes men out of any material, 
because its officers and non-commissioned 
officers realise that under discipline the

SMALL FARMERS FEAR 
INCREASED TAXES. 


LONGFORD, Friday. 

Opinion aD Longford is divided on the 
question. In North Longford, where the 
vreat majority of the farmers are small 
and the valuation is low, remission of rates 
would be welcomed ; but the counter-effect 
of probable increased taxes rather damps 
enthusiasm for de-rating.. The Commis- 
sioners’ majority report to-day, therefore, 
did not create disappointment. 

On the other hand, large holders of land 
in other parts of the county considered 
that de-rating would be the immediate 
salvation for extensive farming, and fear 
that the depression experienced for some 
time will be accentuated by the report. 
Several representative farmers ridiculed 
the suggestions in the report that farming 
can be made to pay under the present con- 
ditions.

THE DAIRYING 
LIMERICK, Friday, 


The report was much discussed in 
Limerick to-day amongst the farming and 
business communities, but as it is not vet 
possible to study détails of the document 
or of minority reports considered views are 
not available. 

Mr. John McCormack, Chairman, 
Limerick County Council, in an interview 
this evening, said that he had not yet time 
to make close perusal of the report, but he 
believes that what the ssiealvere! rate- 
pavers want is immediate relief '' As far 
as I can see,” said Mr. McCormack, ‘‘ that 
is not suggested in any shape or torm. In 
the summing: up of the majority report 
certain remedies suggested therein may be 
all right in years to come, but to meet the 
acute een of to-day I see no relief 
suggested. so far as I can gather from the 
report. As to the minority reports these 
may go towards easing the situation. but, 
io my mind, would not go very far under 
present circumstances. Limerick being a 
dairying county, the position is here more 
acute than, perhaps, in other counties. see- 
ing the prices butter and other agricul- 
ural products are fetching to-day, and I 
nebd hardly say that dairying is a key in- 


Bint: on which the county depends for a 


considerable portion of its wealth.’’ 

Mr. McCormack expressed his dis- 
appointment with the whole report, and 
said that he would give Limerick County 
Council an opportunity of expressing their 
opinions thereon at the earliest possible 
date. 

It appears to be the opinion among 
business peeple that the great barrier to 
agricultural relief is one of finance, and 
that the present condition of trade does not 
warrant any additional taxation. 


THE SMALL FARMER.

“If de-rating is to come, it should 
provide for preferentia] treatment for the 
small tillage farmers,” said one farmer 
whom I interviewed. 

Another said that the de-rating relief 
proposed would be of no permanent benefit 
fo agriculture. It “aa cg mean also the 
taxing of some other source cá revenue, 
shifting the burden from one shoulder to 
the other. 

The best work for the permanent assist- 
‘nce of the farmers would be the stabilising 
91 agricultural industry by securing ready 
and remunerative markets and encourag- 
‘ng the farmer to produce more. This 
would make for general prosperity. 

The majority of the holdings in this

country are small, and the rates would 
be £3 to £5 yearly on an average. 

One farmer told me that, of course, the 
relief of rates, even to the extent of £3, 
would be helpful, but would be as nothing 
to the benefits from improved market con- 
ditions, transport facilities and organisa- 
tion. If farmers were relieved of rates, 
they would take little interest in public 
services or public work, which would be 
undesirable, as they are the most virile 
fighters for economy and limiting taxa 
tion.

INCREASED. 

TIPPERARY, Friday. 
So far as one can sense public opinion, 
the feeling here is that, while holders of 
large tracts of land favour de-rating, 
holders of forty acres and under cannot 
see any benefit that will accrue from it. 
In the case of smaller-sized farms valua- 
tions are Jow, with correspondingly low 
rates. 
the smaller holders believe that the Govern- 
ment would be compeiled to impose addi- 
tional taxes on such articles as tea, sugar, 
clothes. tobacco, etc., of which they, with 


‘their generally numerous families, consume 


much more than the more extensive holders. 
Consequently they complain that they 
should have to contribute to the revenue 
of the country a far greater proportion 
than their legitimate share. 

Mr. John Kelly, Chairman, Tipperary 
Urban Council, and a member of the South 
Tipperary County Council, interviewed, 
said he approved of the majority report 
of the De-rating Commission. He believed 
that assistance given for the purpose of 
greater agricultural production, which the 
country is capable of, although it would 
lean to some extent on the non-agri- 
cultural portion of the community, would 
benefit the country as a whole. It would 
give additional employment and help to 
stem the drain of emigration. 

Mr. Kelly added that, with the wil! to 
work and with capital available on favour- 
able terms, the agricultural production of 
the country could be increased three-fold, 
and for that production they had the 
British market at their door.

LEGITIMACY BILL. 


DECLARATIONS BY 
PARENTS.

The question as to whether there should 
not be some declaration by the father in 
order to bring about legitimacy was dis- 
cussed by the special Senate Committee on 
the Legitimacy Bill, 1929, at its resumed 
sitting, a report of which has been issued. 

Colonel Moore moved an amendment to 
legitimate offspring from the date of the mar- 
riage or from the date of the filing of a 
declaration, whichever was the later. In 
doing so, he said that the main point was 
that he thought they were agreed more or 
less that the question of legitimacy should 
depend on a statement by the father. They 
might include the mother, but it seemed to 
him that she went without Saying. If the 
Committee desired to include her he would 
not be displeased, but he thought it suffi- 
ciently clear as it was. It did not matter 
very much about the mother, but it mattered 
very much about the father. The mother 
might be dead. 

The Chairman (Mr. 8. L. Brown)—Or the 
father might he dead. T'nder the bill as it 
stands it is the mere: fact of marriage that 
legitimates the offspring from the date of 
marriage, but Cplonel’ Moore wants to make 
a very radical amendment. 

Mr. Hooper thought the amendment un- 
necessary, because the point was already met. 

Mrs. Wyse Power thought that the amend. 
ment would make legitimatign more difficult 
In many cases. 

After further discussion, Colonel Moore 
agreed to alter his amendment to provide 
for the insertion of a new sub-section pro- 
viding that— 

(a) Nothing in this Act shall operate 
to legitimate a person unless the father 
of such person shall on or before the 
date of the marriage file a declaration 
in the prescribed form that such person 
is or was a child of his body. 

(b) The form of such declaration shall 
be prescribed. by regulation of the 
Registrar-General of Births and Deaths 
in Ireland, and shall be filed in accord- 
ance with such regulations. 

The amendment as altered was then put 
to the mmittee, of which three members 
voted in favour and three against. The 
Chairman gave his casting vote against the 
amendment, which was declared lost.

THE LAND PROPOSALS. 


Referring to the Budget, Mr. Macdonald 
said—I am informed that, on account of 
the education which has gone on during 
the last ten or twelve years, the Tory 
Party is not going to assail the taxation of 
land values. Taxation of land values, he 
continued, was a recognition of the fact 
that what was socially made should be 
socially owned. To-day the Conservative 
Party was bound to confess that so simple 
had that truth bécome that, even for the 
partisan fighting in which they were in- 
dulging every day, they could not chal- 
lenge what was a characteristic feature of 
Mr. Snowden’s Budget.

I have 
already noticed throughout my life that 
the best citizens are those who do their 
duty in their own homes, and I think the 
best citizens to the world, and in their 
world relationships, are those who fulfil 
their duties best to their own country.

It will be a source of weakness 
to itself, and a nuisance to the rest of the 
world. Our British character will flourish 
less well in an empire in which are the 
seeds of dissolution than in an empire that 
is growing and united.

The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on Lord Irwin’s return, says:—There is 
no more obvious truism than to say of a 
Viceroy, or «f any man who has given 
his utmost to a great public office, that 
the effects of his work can only be judged 
hereafter by history. Certainly nothing 
could be more futile than an attempt to 
judge it on th: instant, either by a com- 
parison with the work of other Viceroys 
or by the rehearsal of isolated incidents 
designed to’; ove that India was more 
peaceful and prosperous just five or ten or 
two hundred years ago. Some cynics, not 
without great experience, profess to trace 
a regular succession of cycles in Indian 
unrest, so that they count that Viceroy 
fortunate who arrives in a storm, since, 
whatever he may do, there will be calm 
when he. leaves. 

A more profound review of recent Indian 
history would undoubtedly add that no 
two Viceroys have ever had quite the same 
difficulties to face, and that the great 
wave of Asiatic nationalism, immensely 
stimulated by the war and by no means 
peculiar to India, rolls up with fresh 
volume for every attempt to ignore it. The 
true comparison, therefore, is not with the 
handling of other problems, but with 
alternative methods of handling the par- 
ticular problem of to-day. 

SOLVING THE PROBLEM. 

That is the standard by which those who 
know modern India best are judging Lord 
Irwin’s work, when they place him, as the 
statesman has already placed him, among 
the small band of the greater Viceroys. He 
has laboured incessantly to break down 
the two great obstacles to peace and pros- 
perity in India—the violent dissensioas 
among Indians themselves. and their 
common deep-seated suspicion of British 
good faith. By his own force of character 
he has succeeded in winning the con- 
fidence of all the reasonable elements it. 
every quarter of that vast assemblage of 
communities ; for his reputation stood aa 
high at his departure with his colleagues 
in the Administration, with the Princes, 
and with the Euro s as with the

NEW BILL INTRODUCED IN 
THE DAIL. 


In the Dail yesterday, Mr. 
Kenney. Minister for Justice, introduced a 
bill entitled an Act to extend the Public 
Charitable Hospitals (Temporary Provisions) 
Act, 1930, to certain hospitals, and to amend 
that Act by providing for the appointment 
of committees to act as trustees in relation 
to sweepstakes, and to advise the Minister 
in relation to the sanctioning of schemes and 
the allocation of the procedes of sweepstakes, 
and by providing for the allocation. of a pro- 
portion of the proceeds of sweepstakes to 
hospitals maintainable by law for the sick 
poor, and by making special provision in re- 
lation to deposits im respect of prizes calcu- 
lated by way of percentage.

REDUCTIONS FOR FIVE 
INSTITUTIONS. 


On a total vote of £6,595 for grants to 
certain hospitals, the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health said that 
these grants dated back to 1854. The Govern- 
ment’s policy was that it was reasonable to 
withdraw the grants in cases where the 
financial position of the hospital showed that 
the grants were not required. In pursuance 
of that policy certain reductions were made.

Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) said that 
they always objected to the = grants, 
they were confined to selected 
hospitals, whilst other hospitals throughout 
the country doing equally fine work did 
not get any grants. Objection had been taken 
against the Minister’s action in reducing the 
amounts given to certain institutions by the 
State funds because these hospitals received 
substantial sums out of the Hospitals’ Sweep- 
stakes.

That may set down as the first 
result of the new Land Act introduced by 
Mr. Roddy, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Department of Lands and Fisheries, 
and recently passed by both Houses of the 
Oireachtas after months of consideration 
and discussion. 

These 70,000 holdings are being paid 
for by the State. The total bill will be 
about £10,000,000, and the Minister for 
Finance has arrange’ for the creation of 
land Bonds to that amount bearing date 
the Ist May—the biggest single transac- 
tion of its kind in the history of the 
country. Land Bonds to the price appro- 

riate to each estate will be placed imme- 

diately to the credit of the landlord or 
vendor in the books of the National City 
Bank, and he will be entitled to draw his 
dividends as from May Ist in the present 
rear. 
: Thus, with no publicity beyond what 
the measure received in the course of the 
Parliamentary debates, a settlement of 
many grievances, felt by both landlord 
and tenant, has been achieved almost 
overnight.

WORK OF PREPARATION.

The one hundred and sixty-third exhibi- 
tion of the Royal Academy of Arts, which 
will open to the public next Monday, will 
reveal many departures from tradition 
which are likely to provoke criticism, and 
possibly adverse comment. 

For many years the south rooms have 
been sacred to black and white drawings 
and etchings, but they are now hung with 
oil paintings, the drawings being removed 
to one of the galleries. a 

Royal portraits for generations have 
been placed in a prominent tion, and 
generally supported by draperies or 
decorations of some kind, but a portrait 
of the King is hung at a point where the 
light is not altogether too good, the 
space usually occupied by a Royal portrait 
being given over to an enormous picture 
showmg a family group of Germans. 


NO PICTURE OF THE YEAR. 


A picture of the year appears to be 
lacking as far as a pha airhe SEE Is 
concerned, and it is possi i most 
attractive canvas will be a portrait by a 
woman artist, Mrs. Annie L. Swynnei rs 
of ‘‘Colwyn Erasmus Arnold Phillips, 
eldest son of the Viscount St. Davids. It 
is a magnificent painting of a small boy 
seated, wearing a loose blouse of blue and 
gold brocade. It reminds one of the great 
Spanish patnters. 

Another portrait which will be one of 
the most popular pictures is that of 
“ William Butler Yeats ”; for it is full 
of distinction and power.

It might be 
supposed that when the opportunity to make 
acquaintance with them is presented large 
numbers of people would take advantage of 
it: yet, when “An Ideal Husband’ was 
presented at the Gaiety Theatre last night 
the supposition was found to be an illusion.

These girls attend the City of Dublin Tech- 
nical Schools at Parnell square and Kevin 
street, and the subjects that they learn in. 
clude cookery, laundrywork, millinery and 
needlework. I attended their annual display, 
and their principal, Miss K. O’Sallivan, told 
me some interesting facts about their activi- 
ties. 


INCREASING NUMBERS. 


Since these schools were started in 1927 the 
interest taken in them has steadily increased. 
Last year was a “record ” as far as pupils 
were concerned, and over two hundred had 
to be refused admission because there was ro 
accommodation for them. This question, in- 
deed, is likely to become a pressing « ne iu: the 
near future, owing to the provisions of the 
new Vocational Education Act, which requires 
all girls attending technica] schools to take 
domestic science as part of their course. 

Most of the students attending these schools 
have to work for their living, and conse- 
quently ‘‘trade classes’’ have been formed 
as an addition to the general course. In these 
classes the girls are taught such employment 
as shirtmaking and dressmaking, and ther- 
is also a section which trains boys to become 
chefs. A chef’s course takes five years, and 
many of these hevs are now finishing their 
apprenticeship m Paris or Switzerland. 

As well as the Dublin Technical Schools. 
there are similar establishments in Rathmines 
and Ballsbridge. Formerly these schools 
were entirely unconnected, each having its 
separate committee of management. Since the 
Greater Dublin Act became operative they 
have all been put uncer the same authority, 
and this ought to make for greater efficiency.
